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That’s an excellent question. There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood Is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood ts sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces. 
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One of the first questions people ask when they visit our area 1s 


can we be sure were getting fresh seafood?”

The members of Impact 100. You go, girls! 


Members of IMPACT 100 of 
Northwest Florida—a nonprofit, 
all-volunteer organization made up 
solely of women—have selected three 
community service groups in Okaloosa 
and Walton counties that will receive 
grants of $123,000 each in the coming 
year. 


These funds will bring the total 
amount of contributions IMPACT 100 
has made to local community service 
groups in the past five years to $1.29 
million. The funding comes from 
annual membership donations, with 
every dollar going directly to the grants 
that are awarded. 


Grant recipients and the projects they 
will undertake with IMPACT 100 grant 
money are: 


Okaloosa Public Schools 
Foundation, which supports and 
extends educational opportunities 
for everyone in Okaloosa County, 
will construct a greenhouse at Silver 
Sands School. “The Growth House” 
will comply with Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) standards and 
provide a learning facility to advance 
special needs student education in 
horticulture studies, offer socialization 
through involvement with community 
volunteers, and provide job training 
through the sale of plants and 
produce at local farmers’ markets. The 
project will also help environmental 
restoration efforts in partnership with 
the Choctawhatchee Basin Alliance. 


Walton County Habitat for 
Humanity, which is dedicated to 
eliminating substandard housing 
in Walton County, will expand and 
enlarge Habitat ReStore, its facility that 
stores and resells to area homeowners 
a range of construction materials and

household items. Habitat obtains the 
products through donations, which 
keeps the materials out of the waste 
stream. Homeowners benefit from the 
reduced prices, and Habitat uses the 
profits to build new homes. 


COPE Center (Chautauqua Offices 
of Psychotherapy and Evaluation), 
a community mental health center 
in Walton County offering treatment 
as well as education and wellness 
programs, will construct a building 
to house a new inpatient drug 
rehabilitation program for pregnant 
and postpartum women. In the new 
facility, drug treatment will be provided 
in conjunction with prenatal care and 
parenting classes to help mothers 
bond with their new babies. 


Recipients were chosen from a field 
of local 501(c)(3) organizations that 
applied to IMPACT 100 earlier this 
year. Applications were assessed 
by review committees that in turn 
recommended finalists in the focus 
areas of arts and culture, education, 
environment, family, and health and 
recreation. 


On Oct. 30, at the IMPACT 100 annual 
meeting, finalists made presentations 
to the full membership, and members 
then voted to determine the three 
award winners for 2016. 


Past recipients include AMI Kids, 
ARC of the Emerald Coast, Destin 
Harvest, Emerald Coast Wildlife 
Refuge, GRACE Rides, the Matrix 
Community Outreach Center, Safe 
Connections, and Shelter House.

Seaside Neighborhood School is a 
winner. A team of 80 middle school 
students from Seaside Neighborhood 
School ventured to the University of 
West Florida in Pensacola last month 
to compete for the Emerald Coast Hub 
in the Ninth Annual BEST (Boosting 
Engineering, Science and Technology) 
Robotics Competition. 


This year, the competition expanded 
to include 23 schools from all five 
counties in the Emerald Coast region. 
The theme of this year’s competition 
was “Bet The Farm.” Teams had 42 
days to build a robot, documenting 
the engineering process along the 
way. The robot was expected to be 
able to harvest and deliver corn, turn 
on a water valve to keep the crops 
hydrated, harvest tomatoes and 
lettuce and deliver them to a farmer’s 
market stand, corral pigs and feed 
them. 


Seaside Neighborhood School earned 
awards for marketing presentation 
(first place), t-shirt design (second 
place), and overall robot (sixth place). 


Seaside Neighborhood School—along 
with Woodlawn Beach Middle School, 
Gulf Breeze High School and Pace 
High School—qualifies to advance 
to the regional championship at 
South’s BEST Robotics competition, 
which comprises 16 hubs from the 
Southeast. It will be hosted at Auburn 
University Dec. 2-4. 


BEST Robotics Inc. (BRI) is a nonprofit, 
volunteer-based organization whose 
mission is to engage and excite 
students about engineering, science, 
and technology as well as inspire them 
to pursue careers in these fields. 


Seaside Neighborhood School 
competes in the Emerald Coast BEST 
Hub, which is the only hub located in 
Florida. 


Through participation in this project- 
based STEM (science, technology, 
engineering and math) program, 
students learn to analyze and solve 
problems utilizing the Engineering 
Design Process, which helps them 
develop technological literacy skills. It 
is these skills that industry seeks in 
its workforce. 


Each competing team is evaluated ina 
number of categories, including robot 
design, performance, aesthetic, team 
spirit, sportsmanship, marketing and 
presentation. 


Each fall, more than 850 middle 
and high schools and more than 
18,000 students participate in the 
competition. Last year, a team of 
Seaside Neighborhood School students 
won seven BEST awards in the Emerald 
Coast Hub competition, qualifying 
the team to advance to the regional 
contest, where the team was named 
the 2015 BEST robotics award winner. 


“We are so proud of our students,” 
says Seaside Neighborhood School 
principal Kim Mixson. “This multi- 
faceted challenge provides many ways 
for all students to contribute their 
talents and get involved. Each and 
every student found a way to shine and 
stepped up as the smart and creative 
leaders they are.”

Trump the Showman Takes Center Stage

Our long national IQ test is over. 
We failed. 


Donald Trump, chosen by fewer than 
half of those who voted, will enter 
the Oval Office in January as one 
of the most shockingly unqualified, 
unprepared presidents in American 
history. 


There is reason to be afraid. There’s 
also reason to wait and see what 
happens, before you start shopping for 
a house in Quebec. 


Yes, the Trump we saw on the 
campaign trail—the one who sickened 
so many Republicans I know, as well 
as Democrats—was really him. Or at 
least the “him” of the moment. 


He was petty, profane, proudly 
vindictive and perpetually unarmed 
with real facts. He was comfortable 
standing as a florid caricature of a 
blowhard billionaire. 


When rattled, he went off like a Muppet 
in a microwave. 


But he'll be our next president because 
he’s very good at giving a performance, 
whether he believes what he’s saying 
or not. The white working-class people 
that he sought to galvanize bought his 
act, big-time. 


Trump figured out the pandering 
formula early. He also understood that 
the currents of discontent dividing this 
country run so deeply that he could 
get away with saying and doing things 
that would have doomed any other 
candidate. 


Remember Gary Hart, once a luminous 
star of the Democratic Party? He might 
have been elected president in 1988 if 
he hadn’t been photographed with a 
young woman who wasn’t his wife on 
a yacht called Monkey Business. 


Hart behaved like a Trappist monk 
compared to the lecherous Donald, but 
in 2016 it didn’t matter. 


None of Trump’s heavy baggage 
weighed him down, and in the end the 
same sort of folks he’s been stiffing 
and stepping on for his whole business 
career were the ones who sent him to 
the White House. 


Also racing to the polls in startling 
numbers were closet racists and online 
paranoids excited by Trump’s cynically 
coded promise to “take America back.” 
They, too, have been suckered. 


For those fearful of a Trump presidency, 
here’s why it’s too soon to panic. People 
who’ve known him a long time will tell 
you that, first and foremost, he’s an 
actor. 


He has no real ideology beyond advancing 
his brand and fluffing his own feathers. 
Ironically, this might actually work to 
the country’s advantage. 


Not so long ago, Trump the businessman 
was a Democrat, who in the abortion 
debate presented himself as pro-choice. 


He also spoke out for a ban on assault 
rifles and in favor of longer waiting 
periods for firearm purchases. 


He has spun 180 degrees on those 
conservative issues, but on others 
he’s hard to pin down. There were 
moments during the campaign when 
he expressed very un-Republican views 
about raising the federal minimum 
wage, for example. 


Trump’s GOP opponents in the 
primaries mocked him for flip-flopping, 
saying he was basically a liberal at 
heart, but those accusations didn’t 
bother Trump’s supporters one bit. 


Every established conservative ideologue 
that ran against him—from Jeb Bush to 
Mike Huckabee to Ted Cruz—got crushed. 


This fact shouldn’t be overlooked by 
Republican Party leaders who are now 
gloating. They had nothing to do with 
Trump’s astounding victory last week. 
It was all him. 


If you can get past the vicious, 
venomous rhetoric he saved for his 
campaign rallies—and that’s difficult to 
do—you detect a different tone in some 
of his one-on-one media interviews. 


He talked about being flexible, open to 
compromise and negotiation. Did he 
mean it? Does he mean anything he says? 


Trump the showman now takes the 
biggest stage in the world. His true 
personality can’t be changed, but his 
persona must.

Alaqua Founder Laurie Hood 
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Interviewed by Charles Morgan III 


Alaqua Animal Refuge is preparing to 
relocate to a 100-acre property east of 
Freeport. The new facility will have an 
environment reminiscent of a small town. 
There will be an expanded adoption 
center, new animal and educational 
exhibits, an enhanced medical facility, 
and multiple pastures for horses and 
other animals with walking paths and 
trails. 


There will also be a state-of-the-art arena 
to host equestrian events, an onsite 
restaurant and community garden, anda 
chapel-in-the-woods for grieving families 
to hold services for their pets. 


“From the very beginning, I wanted 
a place that would be different than 
traditional animal shelters,” says Laurie 
Hood, Alaqua’s founder. “I wanted a 
place where happy animals would be 
surrounded by a pristine environment, 
making it peaceful to adopt and volunteer. 
I wanted a place where animals of ail 
sizes, shapes and kinds could heal and 
be provided shelter, safety and a second 
chance of life.” 


Ten years ago, you started Alaqua. 
How did that happen? 

We started Alaqua to address a major 
need in our area. Alaqua was the first 
no-kill animal shelter in northwest 
Florida. We had the 10 acres of property 
behind our house and got started. 


You are the founder of Alaqua. What 
was Taylor’s role in the beginning? 
Taylor was kind of on the sidelines at 
first. Then he started helping with the 
finances of Alaqua. Then he pitched in 
one day a week. And now—well, you can 
see what he’s doing. 


We'll get to Taylor in a minute. This 
might have started as an adoption 
facility for cats and dogs, but it is way 
more than that now. You’ve created an 
actual movement. And it’s moving in 
lots of ways. Did you anticipate that? 
Well, I had big dreams. As we went along 
we learned things. While, unfortunately, 
there is a lot of animal abuse in this world, 
there is an incredible love of animals 
across all levels of society. Everybody has 
had some sort of interaction with pets. 
We didn’t just take care of animals that 
had been abused—we decided to get to 
the heart of the nature of animal abuse. 


You’ve exposed puppy mills, people 
who abuse horses and farm animals, 
and brutal cases of mistreatment of 
household pets. 

Law enforcement groups have not 
traditionally placed animal abuse at

the top of their list of priorities. We’ve 
worked diligently to explain that if 
you don’t deal with people who abuse 
animals now, you'll be dealing with 
them later. It’s been well documented 
that horrific criminals—from Ted Bundy 
to Jeffrey Dahmer and many others— 
started abusing animals when they were 
children. There is a direct correlation 
between animal abuse and child abuse, 
rape, and violence of all kinds. 


Your approach to going after the 
root of animal abuse has been well 
documented in the media. 

Much of the growth of Alaqua has 
come from print and traditional media 
covering the cases that we have exposed. 
Social media plays a big role also—we 
have 48,000 followers on Facebook. 
Every time we uncover a blatant case 
of abuse, our following grows. 


Do you encounter different types 
of abuse in different geographical 
areas? 

Yes, but here in a rural part of Florida, 
the traditional abuse is along the lines 
of a sort of good old boy approach, a 
“that’s the way my grandpa did it” type 
of thing. 


Your approach is different from 
other groups. What is the difference 
in what you do and what PETA does? 
From the day one, our philosophy has 
been mostly positive and not quite as 
threatening as other organizations. We 
try to attract people in a subtle manner, 
and then educate them once they’ve 
bought in to our program. 


I know about Equine Interaction, 
where children with a variety of 
challenges spend time with the horses 
here. What about Unconditional 
Love? 

We started a training program where 
we assign dogs to inmates in facilities 
in the Panhandle. The prisoners 
spend 10 to 12 weeks with the dogs, 
and after training, the dogs become 
service animals or quickly find a home 
through Alaqua. It’s a great program for 
the inmates, the dogs, and the dogs’ 
eventual owners. 


You’ve forged an alliance with 
Jim Fowler. Television production 
companies are interested in a series 
on Alaqua. And, most recently, the 
adoption of 100-plus Great Danes 
has gotten lots of headlines. It seems 
like every day at Alaqua brings new 
projects and possibilities. 

With the new facility becoming a 
reality, it is amazing how much interest 
is being generated by what we do. 


Well, here’s Taylor. It may have 
taken you a while to warm up to this 
movement that your wife founded, 
but you’re all in now. In my life, 


I’ve known various families—in 
industries that are similar in a sense 
of size and scope and profitability. 
I’ve never known a scion of a major 
automobile dealer, a beer distributor 
or a soft drink wholesaler to do what 
you’ve just done. What is that? 
Taylor Hood: I’ve taken a leave from 
my family’s car dealership to take on 
the position of Director of Operations 
here at Alaqua. 


Well, you’ve been here all along. 
Since I’ve been on the board, you’ve 
handled the finances and you’ve 
been involved. But this is different. 
Taylor: This thing has gotten so big, 
and Laurie and I make a good team. 
She’s the best I’ve ever seen in terms of 
marketing and dealing with the press. 
I’m not good at that. I don’t want to be 
on a radio show. But I’m getting ready 
to go clean out Kennel 5. 


I really did this to take a lot of stuff off 
of Laurie’s plate. The process of dealing 
with legislation, fundraising, publicity 
and all sorts of animal cruelty issues 
is what Laurie needs to deal with. I’m 
happy to handle the operations here 
at Alaqua. 


This is not really a question. In my 
life, I’ve been around a variety of 
charitable endeavors and groups, 
but never anything like Alaqua and 
never two people like you and Laurie. 
There is nothing about this that can 
be taken lightly. Your commitment 
is really 24 hours a day. You’re never 
off. It’s always on. 

Taylor: It’s a massive project. We have 
all kinds of wonderful volunteers and 
staff. And we’re up to the task.

"If I've Eaten a Better Shrimp Taco, I Can't Recall It..." 


Destin’s Harbor Boulevard (a.k.a. US 98, etc.) can be 
a great place to find a restaurant. In the off-season, 
traffic is manageable, and in the heart of it you can 
still see traces of that old “World’s Luckiest Fishing 
Village” charm. Believe it or not, there are still some 
places with adequate parking, easy access, and a 
decent view of the harbor. 


Burrito del Sol is a member of that charmed circle. My 
family and I ate there on a recent Saturday (the menu 
is the same all day). Parking was a snap, in a lot off 
the main road. The building (recently and extensively 
renovated from that of the previous establishment) 
combines Old Florida with a touch of New England. 


It’s gleaming white on the outside, with a clean 
wood and metal interior that is both decorative and 
utilitarian. There are booths and tables, and shaded 
outside dining. The walls (including the one in the 
men’s room) are colorfully decorated with Mexican 
and aquatic-themed art. Everything looks spotless, 
meticulously organized and ready to get you well fed. 


We were ready, and hungry. My wife and I love 
Southwestern and Mexican food, and our five- 
year-old daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) is slowly 
expanding her range of tastes from basic beige. We 
got a booth by a window, where we had a good view 
of the harbor and plenty of that abundant sunshine 
we've enjoyed lately. 


The menu (printed over the order counter, and also 
in takeout form) offers burritos, tacos, nachos, taco 
salad and quesadillas. Those are base items. Once 
you make your choice, you decide on a protein— 
chicken, steak, tempeh, grilled shrimp or fish of 
the day (it was flounder). Also special that day was 
mojo pork. 


The kitchen will prepare your choice in one of four 
styles—Baja (red cabbage, pineapple salsa, Monterey 
cheese, creamy and spicy Baja sauce, cilantro and 
lime), Chipotle (red cabbage, red salsa, Monterey 
cheese, chipotle sauce and lime), Southwest 
(romaine, red salsa, cheddar cheese, sour cream and 
corn), and BBQ (romaine, pineapple salsa, cheddar, 
sour cream, corn and barbecue sauce). 


Modifications can be made for an extra charge— 
added queso, pressing for burritos, and “making 
it fat.” The latter entails an additional half-portion 
of protein. Sides are available of chips with queso, 
guacamole or fresh salsa, and rice or black beans. 


I chose shrimp tacos (soft flour, but corn tacos are 
also available) Baja style. My wife went for steak 
nachos Southwest style. TD got a chicken quesadilla, 
Southwest style. My wife and I got ours “fat,” along 
with an order of chips and guacamole. 


We were the first to get there (we tend to eat lunch 
early), but shortly after we sat down there began a 
steady stream of customers both for inside dining 
and food to go. There appeared to be only two people 
working—one at the counter, another in the kitchen. 
Both stayed on top of everything, clearing away and 
cleaning spills with no waiting. They really seemed 
interested in making everything just right. 


The food arrived. Each order came in its own basket, 
and all was neat and tidy. It’s not unusual at 
Southwestern places for plates to be overloaded and 
messy, which sort of defeats the purpose of foods like 
tacos, which are intended to be hand-held eats. Not so 
at Burrito del Sol. My three shrimp tacos were loaded 
with more shrimp than filling, but I had no trouble 
picking them up and eating them neatly. They were 
just spiced enough for flavor and heat. If I’ve eaten 
a better shrimp taco, I can’t recall it. 


My wife’s steak nachos were likewise mostly meat— 
tender, juicy full flavored beef. A fork worked best, 
so as not to miss the vegetables. 


The TD’s chicken quesadilla was the first I’ve ever 
had without rubbery cheese. Instead, the cheese 
was creamy and stayed put in the wrapper. She took 
much of it home (she has a tiny tummy as well) and 
we helped her eat it later. 
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We had plenty to eat without the guac, but we’re 
glad we got it. It had a good balance of creamy and 
chunky texture, and there was plenty for impromptu 
garnishing of our entrees. 


I saw no desserts listed, but we were fine. TD had 
been well behaved, a sign that she had enjoyed 
herself. I asked her if she liked the restaurant. “Can 
we go back?” she asked. Yeah, kid, we can go back.

Jerry Dorminy of Birmingham, 
Alabama loved the sun and fun of 
Florida’s Gulf Coast. In the 1970s, he 
wanted to open a watering hole where 
he and his friends could hang out at 
night after a day of fishing and sailing. 
Dorminy opened up the Hog’s Breath 
Saloon in Fort Walton Beach in 1976. It 
was located just over the Brooks Bridge 
on the north side of Okaloosa Island. 


The Hog’s Breath Saloon immediately 
became the place for local watermen 
and women and the military to hang 


out and have a good time. It was a 
rustic place that had a bar with a huge 
boar’s head attached to it and peanut 
shells crunching on the floor when you 
walked in. Hog’s Breath also became 
popular with local college students in 
the summer and on holiday breaks. The 
original Hog’s Breath is also famous for 
having a scene from the blockbuster 
sequel Jaws 2 filmed there in 1977. 


In 1988, Dorminy decided to open a 
Hog’s Breath Saloon in Key West where 
watersports and fishing were also 
popular. The Key West location is on 
Duval Street and has become the most

popular locals bar on Duval. It is also 
a big hit with tourists. 


After Hurricane Opal hit the Gulf Coast 
in 1995, Dorminy decided to open a Hog’s 
Breath location in Destin. He had already 
been in the planning stages for that move 
when the hurricane hit—he saw that the 
demographics were changing in Destin 
and it was growing. The Destin location 
opened up just a half mile east of the 
Destin Bridge on Highway 98. 


In 2001, Dorminy hired Jason 
Thompson as a consultant to the 
Hog’s Breath Saloon, but Thompson 
soon became the manager. Thompson, 
an Alabama native, came to the area 
in 2000 to work as a chef at another 
Destin restaurant. 


“The Destin Hog’s Breath Saloon became 
very food and family-oriented, but we 
still had the bar,” says Thompson. The 
Destin location also has a huge room 
upstairs with the original bar from 
the Fort Walton location. This room is 
used for sports viewing, private parties, 
even rehearsal dinners. There are lots 
of specials during football season on 
both food and drinks. 


Hog’s Breath is also world famous for 
its t-shirt line. The shirts carry the 
famous logo of the boar’s head and the 
saying Hog’s Breath is better than no 
breath at all. You can travel anywhere 
in the world and recognize it. Dorminy’s 
mother originated the saying. She used 
to say, “Bad breath is better than no 
breath at all.” 


This year, a special t-shirt has been 
printed commemorating the 40th 
anniversary of Hog’s Breath. 


Fort Walton Beach native Angie 
Scott has fond memories of going to 


the original Hog’s Breath as a college 
student in the late ‘70s. “We would 
go there with our friends on Sunday 
afternoons to hang out for awhile,” she 
says. “There were no sports bars then. 
We would stand around and talk and 
have a drink.” 


Mike McMain, a Fort Walton Beach 
transplant via his father’s transfer in 
1966, started going to the original Hog’s 
in the late ‘70s as well. “(It) was always 
busy,” he says. “I liked it there because 
they always had local bands playing, 
and those were people we knew. I think 
that also helped Hog’s Breath become 
a locals spot.” 


“IT would go to Hog’s Breath in Fort 
Walton when I was home from college 
and in the summers back in the late 
‘70s,” says Charles Rigdon, another 
Fort Walton Beach native. “After 
graduating from college, I lived on 
Okaloosa Island for awhile, and we 
would always start the night at the 
Breath and usually end up there later. 
We could walk to all of the popular 
night spots on the island back then 
like Pandora’s and the Robert E. Lee.” 


Rigdon adds that he got to know Jerry 
Dorminy back then and what a great 
guy he was. 


Dorminy passed away in 2006. His 
family still owns the Destin and Key 
West Hog’s Breath locations. “Forty 
years have passed, and Hog’s Breath 
is still locally owned,” says Thompson. 
“We have had many promotions this 
year celebrating the 40th anniversary. 
On Thanksgiving night, well have our 
annual event featuring the Beatles 
tribute band Roshambeatles.” That 
band is made up of members of 
Roshambo along with popular solo 
performer Chris Hayes.

Landshark’s Pizza, Destin 


You’d think Chicago native Porter would be out of place at Landshark’s with 
all the Green Bay Packers décor, but he doesn’t say anything about being a 
Bears fan. Or a Cubs fan, for that matter—it’s the Blackhawks and the Sox 
for this guy, who clarifies he’s from the South Side, which might as well be 
another country. 


He’s been on the Emerald Coast for a little over a year and was drawn to the 
area by the beaches and the weather. Although during the time of Hermine, 
he found himself asking, “What’s a hurricane?” 


Porter bartends and cooks, and can pretty much do anything else here. 
Landshark’s honcho Brian Hassman says of Porter: “He’s always on time, 
and he never stops working. He’s always helping out somewhere.” 


Popular drinks here include Crown and Coke (Even when I’m not around?), 
strawberry and kiwi Jesters, and the Bloody Brian, the latter complete with 
pork rinds and Hassman’s infamous hot sauce. Porter’s beverages of choice 
include Corona, Jager bombs, and one I’m not familiar with, the Irish Car 
Bomb. “Every bar in Chicago has it,” he says, explaining it’s a mix of Guinness, 
Jameson’s and Bailey’s and “tastes like coffee.” 


A former gun trainer in Chicago, Porter likes to spend his down time at the 
shooting range, specifically the one in DeFuniak Springs where you can use 
your high-powered rifles. A reminder to tip him well, and don’t piss him off.

The High Price of Home Sweet Home

It’s back. 


The real estate market, that is. In fact, 
housing demand and pricing has shot 
up so much since the official end of the 
Great Recession, some experts have 
quietly started using the dreaded “b” 
word to describe the current market. 
That’s right. Bubble. 


But with all of the recent credit 
tightening, most notably the elimination 
of “liar loans’—mortgages based on 
stated income, requiring little to no 
documentation—could history really 
be repeating itself so quickly? 


Well, maybe. As with last decade’s 
buying frenzy, small time investors are 
once again driving the market, causing 
prices to rapidly escalate. Rather than 
seeking a home sweet home to settle in 
with the family, these buyers aren’t just 
in the game to snatch up properties to 
rent out, they’re also looking for fast 
flips and fast profits. And that drives 
prices up just as fast. 


Nationwide, flipping is now at its 
highest level since 2007, with Florida 
leading the way. Miami was tops in 
number of flips, followed by three 
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other metro markets in the state. 
Locally, flippers have been spreading 
their game from prime coastal areas 
like Destin and Santa Rosa Beach 
to Crestview, Freeport and Navarre, 
driving up prices in areas that used to 
be affordable havens for home seekers 
on a tight budget. 


And why does this affect you, especially 
if you’re a happy renter who isn’t 
looking to buy? Because everyone needs 
a home. And the market’s scurried 
activity is driving prices through the 
roof—prices that eventually get passed 
on to tenants as well as homebuyers. 


According to Trulia, in 2015 the average 
price of a home in Fort Walton Beach 
rose by $15 per square foot and rent 
jumped nearly 10 percent. Translated, 
in one year, the price of a modest 
1000-square-foot home rose $15,000. 
Likewise, the cost of an average rental 
unit increased from $1100 to $1200 
per month. 


Meanwhile, wages in the U.S. for 
2015 increased an average of 2.4 
percent, according to the Department 
of Labor. Sounds good, until you realize 
that the national average of home 
prices in 2016 is said to be increasing 
at more than double that rate per year, 
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with some areas experiencing that 
much of a gain in one month. 


Oddly enough, historically low interest 
rates haven’t miraculously turned 
renters into homeowners. In fact, home 
ownership in the U.S. is at its lowest 
level since 1965. Turns out, it’s more 
affluent homebuyers who are financing 
their homes, while those living paycheck 
to paycheck tend to rely on credit cards 
with interest rates that remain high, 
often in double digits. And those extra 
monthly payments, along with other 
debt, can prevent a mortgage approval. 


Even worse, financial experts say the 
extended period of “artificially low” 
interest rates has actually fueled rapid 
home price increases, since buyers can 
qualify for greater monthly payments. 
But higher prices also require higher 
down payments that are out of reach 
for many. 


“Home prices are rising much faster 
than incomes, so it’s hard to save for a 
down payment,” explained Wells Fargo 
Securities’ Mark Vintner in a recent 
interview with Forbes. In Florida, where 
the dichotomy of low-paying service 
jobs and pricey real estate abounds, 
a portion of the doc stamps—a type of 
real estate excise tax—paid at closing 
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is set aside for affordable housing that 
includes down payment assistance. 


Unfortunately, despite a robust market 
fattening the coffers, politicians are 
fond of raiding the dedicated trust 
to fund other projects. For example, 
the Florida Senate recently proposed 
allocating $317 million for affordable 
housing, and the House $141 million. 
Governor Rick Scott stepped in and 
undercut them both at $131 million. 


Still, despite wild price increases and 
talk of a frothy market, plenty of buyers 
continue to pursue the ultimate American 
dream. After months sifting through 
the market’s offerings of dilapidated 
foreclosures and short sales that would 
have taken “forever” to close, longtime 
friend of The Beachcomber Blaine 
Atkinson finally found his dream home. 


Or it will be, as soon as he builds 
it. Right now, it’s raw land, thick 
with gnarly brush but promising the 
potential of a water view in the future. 


After discussing the current market, 
he makes the case for buying, despite 
the risks and high costs. “I’m happy I 
bought it,” he says of his future home. 
And for most home seekers, that’s the 
best return on an investment there is.
